6. (Currently Amended) A method of treating a patient diagnosed with 
fibromyalgia tr e atm e nt comprising administering to [a] the patient d i agnos e d w i th 
f i bromya l gia about 15 to about 360 mg AAT alpha-1 -antitrypsin per kg patient body 
mass, and repeating the administration at least once with a periodicity of between 3 
and 31 days. 

7. (Currently Amended) Method, accord i ng to The method of Claim 6, 
wherein AAT alpha-1 -antitrypsin is administered at a dose of between 25 and 60 
mg/kg e v e ry per week or mu l t i p l es of thes e quant i ties adjusted according to tho tim e 
int e rval for e s ee n unti l th e n e xt dos e , i n a proportiona l mann e r . 

8. (Currently Amended) A method of treatment comprising administering 
sufficient AAT alpha-1 -antitrypsin to a patient diagnosed with fibromyalgia as will 
increase the patient's AAT alpha-1 -antitrypsin level by about 100% over basal level 
at about 7 days following administration and repeating the administration at least 
once at about 3 to 31 days. 
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9. (Currently Amended) Method, accord i ng to The method of Claim 8, 
wherein the administration of AAT alpha-1 -antitrypsin is repeated at least once at 
about 7 to 21 days. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) A method of tr e atment treating a ptient 
diagnosed with fibromyalgia comprising administering to [a] the patient d i agnosed 
with f i bromyalgia a quantity of AAT alpha-1-antitrvpsin as will increase serum AAT 
alpha-1 -antitrypsin levels to about 5-fold greater than basal levels at 24 hours 
following administration. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) M o thod, according to The method of Claim 10, 
wherein the administration is repeated one or more times at about 3 to 31 days. 

12. (Currently Amended) Mothod, accord i ng to The method of Claim 1 0, 
wherein the administration is repeated one or more times at about 7 to 21 days. 

1 3. (Currently Amended) M o thod, according to The method of Claim 1 0, 
wherein a quantity of AAT alpha-1 -antitrypsin is administered as will increase serum 
AAT alpha-1 -antitrypsin levels about 8-fold over basal levels at 24 hours following 
administration, and the administration is repeated one or more times at about 7 to 21 

days. 

14. (Currently Amended) A method of treating a patient diagnosed with 
fibromyalgia comprising administering to said patient by parenteral infusion about 15 
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to 360 mg AAT alpha-1 -antitrypsin per kg patient body mass, and repeating said 
infusion at least once at 3 to 31 days to effect a diminishment of the symptoms of 
fibromyalgia in said patient. 

15. (Currently Amended) Method, accord i ng to The method of Claim 14, 
wherein the dose of AAT alpha-1 -antitrypsin is between 25 and 60 mg AAT alpha-1 - 
antitrypsin /kg body mass, and the infusion is repeated at least once at about 7 to 21 
days. 

16. (Currently Amended) M e thod, accord i ng to The method of Claim 14 [or 
15], wherein the administration is carried out by intravenous infusion. 

16. (Currently Amended) M e thod, accord i ng to The method of Claim 14 [or 
15], wherein the administration is carried out by intravenous infusion and the dose of 
alpha-1 -antitrypsin is between 25 and 60 mg alpha-1 -antitrvosin/kq body mass, and 
the infusion is repeated at least once at about 7 to 21 days .
